Elba Work Release Inmate Is 


Cleared Of Escape Charges 


State prison officials announced last 
week that an inmate at the Elba Work 
Release Center only one month away 
from parole has been cleared of escape 
charges, but is being held for discipli- 
nary action on another matter. 

Prison Information Officer Ron Tate 
had reported on Friday, February 13, 
that an inmate, William Hudson 
Grindle, 21, ran away from police who 
were trying to arrest him on a local 
charge on Thursday, February 12. 

Grindle, who was serving three 
years for theft and grand larceny from 
Etowah County, had been assigned to 
the Elba Work Release Center in a 
pre-discretionary leave program which 
allows certain inmates to live away from 


the center with help from a sponsor. 

Tate reported that Grindle told 
officers who recaptured him on Friday 
that he got scared and ran away when 
he saw police coming to his house. The 
local officers wanted to question Grindle 
about a woman's complaint that she was 
overcharged for some work done on her 
house. Tate stated the woman could not 
identify Grindle ina police lineup as the 
man who did the work; therefore, 
escape charges were dropped. How- 
ever, Tate added that Grindle made an 
unauthorized trip to Gadsden last 
weekend to visit a sick relative. He had 
been held in the Coffee County Jail 
pending disciplinary action. He was 
due for parole on March 30.

work, If they don’t pay, a lien is 
obtained against the property. 

Section 10-12 of the Elba Code of 
Ordinances reads, ‘‘Every person own- 
ing, residing on, or having charge or 
control of, any premises or vacant lot 
shall, at all times, keep the weeds, 
grass and vegetation cut to within 
twelve (12) inches of the ground and 
shall remove any accumulation of trash 
or debris therefrom.”’ 

Section 10-13 points out the method 
of notifying the property owner of the 
violation, and 10-14 points out that if the 
property owner fails to clean up the 
property, they are guilty of a misde- 
meanor and sets out exactly how the city 
will clean up the lot, bill the property 
owner and obtain a lien if it is not paid. 
The ordinance is an old law, but is has 
not been regularly enforced. The exact 
date for its enactment is not known, but 
it was prior to the revising of the city 
code in 1968 under the !ate Mayor L.P. 
Mullins. ) 

The present law gives a ten-day 
notice, and a similar law in the code 
book in 1922, only 24 hours’ notice 
before owners were guilty of a 
misdemeanor,

City Council 
Tangles With 


Trash Problems 


Monday night the Elba City Council 
handled a trash problem, approved a 
Sewer extension, heard an updated 
report on the sewage system study, and 
reviewed the financial condition of the 
city. Police Chief Ray Norris also gave a 
report and told the council his depart- 
ment had collected about $1600 in fines. 


The problem of cardboard boxes and 
what to do with them faced the 
members of the city council Monday 
night. Mayor Bob English told the 
council he had been informed by county 
officials that the city could no longer 
‘fake cardboard boxes to the’ county 
landfill. English told the council the 
boxes were being buried on city 
property at present, but that space 
would run out by the end of the week. 


After much discussion, the council 
adopted the recommendation of English 
and City Engineer Jim Williams. All 
boxes must be broken down by the 
merchants and will be picked up by a 
city truck and stored. Williams said he 
was working with a private individual 
in hopes someone would begin a 
recycling operation and use the boxes. 
He noted that if no private party was 
found to do this, it would become 
necessary for the city itself to get into 
the business of baling the cardboard for 
recycling. Williams pointed out that the 
State Health Department had refused 
permission to burn the boxes. 


A sewer line for Cliff Allen, who 
lives in Brookdale caused less discus- 
sion than at the last meeting, but got 
different results. After modifying the 
plans to cut the cost from $3000 to about 
$2000, the council approved the work. 


Allen was present at the meeting 
and was asked if he would share in the 
cost of the construction. He told council 
members that first - he didn’t have the 
extra money, and secondly ~ he didn’t 
feel it was his place to pay for the 
installation. He noted he was living in 
the house when the sewer system was 
installed, but his street was excluded, 
He continued to point out that others on 
his street had been extended city 
sewage without paying more than the 
sewer tap, and he was due the same 
consideration. _ 

The council voted unanimously to 
install the 400 feet of line and two 
manholes after it was pointed out to the 
councilmen that this was different from 
a new subdivision where the subdivider 
was required to install all utilities before 
the subdivison would be accepted by the 


city. 

‘Harold Baker, representing 
G. Reynolds Watkins of Montgomery, 
gave a status report on the 210 sewer 
review presently being done by his firm. 
He said the work had been underway for 
about a year and would be completed in 
the near future. The study of the Elba 
sewer system and needs is funded with 
a 75% federal grant, and must be done 
before any sewer improvement grant 
applications may be filed. 

Baker pointed out some needs his 
survey had uncovered, and included a 
major expansion of the lagoon system 
south of town to bring the quality of 
discharge water up to the standards of 
the Alabama Water Improvement Com- 
mission. He said it would presently cost 
about $550,000 to do the actual 
construction needed. This, too, would 
be funded 75% by a federal grant when 
and if Elba’s priority reaches the top 
from the present 347 ranking. 


English reported the «city was 
presently in good condition overall with 
finances, and was operating within the 
budget. He noted a surplus of money at 
this time, but projected ix would be used 
up before year’s end at the present rate 
of spending.

Grand Jury indictments against all 
three were returned Tuesday charging 
them in a two-count indictment of 
Murder for Hire and Murder. The 
Murder for Hire charge is a capital 
felony and carries a sentence of 10 years 
minimum up to the electric chair if 
convicted. The murder charge is a 
Class A felony and the maximum 
sentence is life. 


Tucker was found dead in a burned 
pickup truck on Highway 6, near 
Kinston on the night of January 24. An 
examination reyealed he had been shot 
twice. County officials had continued 
their investigation because a short hose 
hanging from the gas tank indicated the 
fire had been deliberately set. 


Sheriff Brice Paul said he had 
questioned the three arrested and 
others immediately after the body was 
found, but didn’t file any charges until 
he had collected all the evidence. 


The evidence that triggered the 
arrests can be attributed to the heavy 
rains of last week. Two youngsters 
were building a ‘‘fort’’ shortly after the 
rain and needed some branches for a 
roof, They noticed a plastic bag 
partially uncovered, and one of the 
youths pulled it out. They found a 357 
pistol and several other items in the 
bag. Their parents turned this weapon 
over to the Enterprise police who 
immediately notified the sheriff's de- 
partment. 


The serial number matched that of a 
gun officers were already searching for, 
and it was immediately taken to 
Monigomery for tests. When these 
tests revealed the gun was the same 
used to kill Tucker, Sheriff Paul put into 
motion the paperwork to legally arrest 
the three parties. 


Paul, District Attorney Joel Folmar 
and Investigator Bruce Devane flew to 
Texas on Monday and returned Tuesday 
night about 6:30 with the third suspect 
in the case, Donald Ard, 


: Assisting with the actual arrest in 
the case were several officers from Dale 
County, where Mrs. Tucker lived. They 
were Chief Deputy Wayne Grant, DA 
Investigator Frankie Lindsey and 
Coffee County felony squad investigator 
Dennis Hobbs. 


Law officers reported earlier in the 
investigation that they had been told 
by several people that LaDonna Tucker 
had been trying to hire someone to kill 
her husband for some time. During 
their investigation they looked into the 
possibility that life insurance death 
benefits might have been the motive for 
the killing. Paul told this newspaper 
that if evidence showed any beneficiary 
of the insurance was part of a 
conspiracy to kill the man, he felt sure 
the insurance would remain unpaid or 
go to the two surviving children. 


All three remain in the Coffee 
County jail at press time, and no bail 
has been set.

The Project Independence bus for 
Coffee County was driven by Anita 
Grimes who was taking children home 
from school. The bus collided with a car 
driven by Bennie Abboit, of Andalusia, 
at the crest of a hill on Highway 14, just 
west of the Elba-Samson Highway. 

State Trooper R,.W.Whitworth in- 
vestigated the accident, declined to 
state a cause for the accident, but did 
say charges may be filed later when 
laboratory resu!ts are received from an 
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item or items removed from one of the 
vehicles.

Vaughan was on the scene and stated 
that Mrs. Grimes had assured him she 
was not at fault in the accident. 
Abbott's father was also at the scene, 
but could make no comment as hej had 
not seen his son prior to his being 
transferred to the hospital for treat- 
ment.

Alabama poiiticians are up in the air as Governor Fob James 
proposes cuts in favored projects. When making speeches 
around the state, most grass-roots politicians are quick to 
Support cutting out wasteful spending, etc.; but when they 
get to Montgomery it is time to lobby for that one special 
group that carries a substantial voting clout back in the home 
district. It is the reality of government waste is what you 
spend on other folks. 


President Reagan is getting his share of the flak over 
proposed budget cuts. Before he started pointing to specific 
project cuts, hardly a person disagreed with the campaign 
promise of cutting out the fat in the national budget. Now we 
hear alarmed ‘‘victims"’ crying out for compassion or 
understanding. Kecently statements surfaced that funding of 
the Arts at a national level just couldn't be cut because it was 
necessary for our survival! Those of us who have sat through 
our children's piano and/or dance recitals know there are 
many things we enjoy to varying degrees that we can live 
without if forced to do so in trying economic and political 
times. 


Last week we commented on the fine steak we ate with the 
firemen a few days earlier. We noted that the city council was 
also invited; however, we failed to mention our friend, City 
Clerk Jack Prescott, who was sitting at the same table with ve 
ole editor and eating just as much. Well, friend Jack wants it 
known that he was there as an invited guest and was not a 
gate crasher. We agree he was undoubtedly invited ‘cause as 
much as Jack eats, there wouldn't have been enough to go 
around with him and myself in the same room, if proper plans 
had not been made in advance! Hi Jack! 


Talk of consolidating primary helicopter training for the Navy 
at Ft. Rucker with the Army has again hit the news in 
Washington. This time it is Senator Heflin who is pushing the 
project. Congressman Dickinson pushed it for years only to 
get shot down by the special interest votes in the Senate. This 
time Dickinson is sitting back and telling folks not to get real 
excited because the same forces that defeated the move in 
years past are still present today. In spite of the national 
mandate to cut government spending, we still expect our 
elected officials to protect our little corner of the world. 


Proration of education funds has put a strain on most school 
systems. These cuts must come in areas other than teacher 
Salaries because the teachers are under contract, and because 
$tate law prohibits cutting teacher salaries. Now the Mobile 
Superintendent of Education is making threats of cutting 
teacher salaries because of the cutbacks. We have long been 
pposed to public employees going on strike, and especially 
Professionals such as school teachers. The theory is they are 
there to teach youngsters, and the money is secondary, plus 
the fact they signed a contract to work for the year at a given 
Salary. However, that contract is just as binding on the school 
$ystem as it is on the teacher; and if school administrators 
Want trouble from unions, lawsuits, etc., then all they need to 
Mo is try what is being talked about in Mobile, and they have 
trouble. .. . .and frankly this writer would agree the trouble 
Was well-deserved. 


Income tax is on the minds of many people these days. We 
ommented one day this week that there is an unusual 
umber of people working to complete their income tax 
#eturns now, rather than waiting until April 15. We are not 
‘$ure just what causes this, but wonder if the hope of some 
#efund prompted those on a tight budget to seek some relief, 
‘and if the others are afraid they will not have the money to 
spay up and are getting the figures together to ease the pain of 
jnot knowing. We might add that we had plans to finish ours 
map in January, but as of today are planning to start ‘‘in a few 
ays.”’

PASTOR'S 
CORMER 


We hear a lot about 
defense these days. There is 
& question of our ability to 
defend our country in event 
of attack. We are told that it 
is time to stand up and be 
heard.

Ne eseeceneinree 
Get Permit To Burn 


In an effort to hinder the 
increasing number of wild- 
fires across Alabama, the 
legislature passed a law last 
year requiring residents of 
the state to obtain a permit 
prior to burning any new 
ground, grassland, or wood- 
land. These cost-free per- 
mits may be obtained at any 
district office of the Alabama 
Forestry Commission. The 
person making the request 
for a permit must have 
adequate tools, equipment, 
and manpower to supervise 
the blaze during the entire 
burning period. 

During periods in which 


weather conditions create a in confinement in a county 


serious fire threat, the State 
fire 


forester may issue a 
alert. Issuance of burn 
permits may be halted; how. 
ever, consideration would be 
8iven to special cases where 
the requester has sufficient 
knowledge of fire behavior 
and other pertinent factors. 
If a fire should escape to 
another person's land and an 
investigation reveals that the 
Proper criteria for the permit 
was not met, the person 
setting the fire would be 
subject to legal conse. 
quences, Failure to comply 
with the new law may result 


jail for as long as six months 
and/or a fine up to $1000. 
Since January 1, 1981, 
approximately 2,078 fires 
burning 51,830 acres of land 
have been reported in the 
State. This figure is stagger- 
ing in comparison to 6,163 
blazes burning 122,366 acres 
for the entire year of 1980. 
¢ The section of the code of 
Alabama requiring permits 
also imposed a stiffer penalty 
for arson, the leading cause 
of fires in the state. Offend- 
ers may receive up to 10 
years in a state prison and/or 
a $5000 fine.

Are Underway At Elba 


The Elba High Tigers 
opened spring football prac- 
tice yesterday (Wednesday), 
February 18, and Coach 
Mack Wood reports the key 
word this spring will be 
“‘Fundamentals.”’ 

“We've got to start with 
the fundamentals and go 
from there,"’ stated Coach 
Wood in a recent conversa- 
tion. ‘‘Our goal is to do a lot 
of teaching. We've got a lot 
of young boys, and we've got 
to get them a solid founda- 
tion on which to build. The 
first three days will be 
devoted to working on funda- 
mentals and organization. 
We'll split our time between 
offense and defense, because 
we've got a lot of holes to fill 
on both sides. There are a lot 
of holes, but we’ve got some 
prospects and we are all 
optimistic."’ 

‘We passed out 54 sets 
of pads last week,’’ added 
Wood, ‘which we feel is a 
good-sized squad. We don’t 
plan on doing a lot of work on 
team play, but we'll get it 
done pretty quick after we 
get organized. Our main 
plan going into spring train- 
ing is to work on funda- 
mentals, and team-wise, to 
evaluate our personnel. It 
will take the whole spring to 
find out just what all our boys 
can do. We'll have to move 
people around and make sure 
we have everyone in the right 
positions. We. will give 
everyone an offensive and 
defensive positon and work 
‘em equally on both sides. 


Every player will get a lot of 
work and a chance to show us 
just what he can do.”’ 

Of the S4 players out for 
spring drills, there are 16 
seniors, 11 juniors and 27 
sophomores - to-be. 

“We will not be concern- 
ed with teaching individual 
positions at first,’’ continued 
Wood. ‘‘We want to teach 
everyone the basic funda- 
mentals of the game and 
then we'll start working on 
specific details. We have a 
real good group of freshmen. 
coming up, and if they will 
work hard and learn the 
basics, they'll be a big part of 
our plan in the fall. It may 
sound like a broken record, 
but our goals in the spring 
are to position our personne! 
and then teach the basics of 
offense and defense - block- 
ing and tackling. We have 30 
days to get in 18 days of 
practice, and we hope the 
weather will allow us to get 
outside for 18 days of work. 
The only place you can learn 
football is on the football 
field.’’ 


In closing, Coach Wood 
stated the team’s off-season 
weight program had been 
active for all the players, and 
that everyone who got pads 
took part in the program. 
When asked if the weight 
program had resulted in 
added strength to the play- 
ers, Wood answered, “‘I 
think the boys are stronger, 
but you can’t know the end 
results until the fall.’’

Generally, the veterans’ 
organizations in Alabama are 
looking to establish a 150- 
bed intermediate nursing 
home care facility for Ala- 
bama war veterans. 

Funding for projects of 
this type are of critical 
importance, says McGinnis. 
But, he points out that under 
present law the Federal 
government will provide 
65% of the funds to construct 
or renovate such a facility, 
and will pay daily per diem 
rates of $12.10 per veteran 
patient provided VA stan- 
dards and regulations are 
met. In addition, the law 
allows the state to establish a 
maintenance charge and col- 
lect it from the pension, 
compensation, social security 
or other income of each 
veteran. 

The Combined Veterans 
Committee (composed of 
members of American 
Legion, Disabled American 
Veterans and Veterans of 
Foreign Wars) is now con- 
cerned with soliciting in- 
formation on buildings and 
sites in Alabama suitable for 
the home. It is estimated 
that a building of some 
38,000 square feet will be 
needed, and 3 to 5 acres of 
land. Since the cost of 
acquiring land or buildings 
cannot be included in the 
Federal grant, the committee 
is seeking the land or build- 
ings at no cost to the state.

Food bills for individual 
families in Coffee County are 
rising. Increases in the prices 
of food, utilities and fuel are 
putting a strain on a lot of 
families. | However, we 
spend far less of our total 
income on food than others 
--about 17% of our earnings. 
In Russia an individual 
family spends 45% of his 
earnings. The same is true 
in Poland. Italians spend 
35% of their income on food. 
In England they spend about 
32%. South Koreans spend 
over 50% of their earnings 
on food, beverages and to- 
bacco, 

Speaking of food prices, it 
is in the best interests of the 
American people for farmers 
to make a profit. If Coffee 
County farmers and other 
farmers throughout the 
country can make a profit, 
they will continue to pro- 
duce.

GRASS TETANY 

Every year about this 
time a few cattle producers in 
the county lose cows due to 
grass tetany. Tetany occurs 
when a cow-is unable to 
absorb enough magnesium 
from feed to support a 
normal magnesium level in 
the blood stream. You will 
see it more often with cows 
within a month or two after 
calving. However, all types 
of cattle are susceptible to it 
when grazing winter pas- 
tures. 

Magnesium supplement 
in the focd is the fastest and 
most certain method of pre- 
venting grass tetany. Act- 
ually, a cow needs from 1 to 2 
ounces of magnesium daily. 
You really need to begin 
feeding the magnesium 2 to3 
weeks before tetany is likely 
to occur. I am mentioning 
this because a cow and calf 
combination is very valuable 
now. All cattle producers in 
the county need to be alert to 
the danger.

Yellow 
rice is milled white rice with 
spices added for flavor and 
darker coloring. 

Parboiled - or converted- 
tice keeps long and retains 
its natural nutrients because 
it’s treated with steam and 
pressure befure milling. 

Wild rice isn’t rice at all, 
but the seed of a wild grass 
that grows mainly in the 
upper midwest. It’s dark and 
has a nutty flavor.
